taining a number of the publications which roll regularly from Kable Brothers 
company presses. Ninety per cent of production from the Kable plant consists of 
magazine publications which are distributed throughout the United States and 
possessions, from Mt. Morris. An average of three carloads of mail leaves the 
plant daily.

bers of the Kable family, Justin, Robert and Forrest (from the left). 
Robert is

employes reside in Mt. Morris, the remainder coming 
from surrounding towns.

is shown as he mounts one of the plant's big rotogravure presses to adjust the ink 
flow. The plant has a battery of 16 linotypes which run 16 hours a day and under 
ideal operations can process approximately 72 sheets of manuscript, per hour.

Young America, as it comes off 
the press. The press is turning out 35,000 copies per 
hour. The magazine has 800.000 circulation. 


Typical exclamation of visitors when they enter this room is, "Wow! Look at 


the paper." The exclamation is well justified, but the supply does not last long 
with the web presses alone consuming about 50 tons a day. Here and elsewhere is 
stored many kinds of stock which must be fed to the proper presses. Overhead is 
a traveling electric crane which stacks and unstacks the heavy rolls. The room has 
a capacity for about 150 carloads of paper.
